The ice gorge at and below Sterling on 
Rock River continues in about the same 
condition that it has been since the first 
flood of ten days ago. 
It is certainly 
the most wonderful gorge that has ever 
been known since the settlement of this 
valley. 
The fact that tho river has fall 
en eight or nine feet in the p ast ten duys 
here at Dix on while the water at Sterling 
remains at the same height that it was 
during the flood clearly indicates that the 
ice must form quite a solid dam from 
shore to shore and down to the very hot 
tom of the stream. This condition of the 
gorge is also indicated by tho fact that a 
stream of sufficient volume to carry off 
the water now running in the river is 
p assing over the farms of the low lands 
south of Rock River and west of Rock 
Fulls. 
There is certainly cause to fear 
that a channel has been cut through the 
farms and that when the flood subsides it 
will be found that Rock River has found 
a new channel through the p rairie; and, 
therefore, in such an event many farms 
have been destroyed.

New Method of River Mining. 
A nov el way of riv er mining Is now being 
carried on near tho Garibaldi Mining com­ 
pany ’s property on the Stanislaus riv er, two 
milei below Robinson’s Ferry . 
The plan 
consists of a scow twenty by six ty feet on 
which is placed a steam engine and boiler of 
fifteen horse power with a powcrful suction 
pump attached. 
Tho pump not only throws 
an immense stream of water, but at the 
same time draws the sand, rocks and grav el 
from tho bed of tho riv er at the rate of fifty 
tons per hour. 
The pump discharges into 
the head of a flume running the entire length 
of tho scow, and drops the material, less the 
gold, some ten feet away from the stern of 
the boat. 
Any large rocks that may ob­ 
struct the freo working of tho pump are 
hustled out of the way in short order by 
largo and powerful derricks. 
As the Stanis­ 
laus riv er is noted for its heav y gold deposits 
the results can hardly fail to meet, if not 
greatly ex ceed, the anticipations of the Chi­ 
cago capitalists who hav e it in charge.

far these bills would affect the surplus. 
He 
would like tho senate to have a statement, 
before voting for the $18,000,000 in tho pres­ 
ent bill in addition to the $Il,tKJ0,00o vc'ed 
for ordnance for coast defenses, as to h .v 
long the “fountain of Paetoius" would af­ 
ford the golden s roam necessainr to meet tho 
appropriations which the senate was making 
by unnumbered millions. 
Allison said that the annual ex penditure 
for all these bills would not ex ceed $ 12,000,* 
000, because it was to be spread over live 
yearn 
Vest said that in the history of the civilized 
world there was not a page of maladminis­ 
tration equal to that of the navy department 
of the United Btatessince 1805, and he wanted 
to know who was to blame for it. It was not 
the fault of congress that the country had no 
■hips and no coast defenses. 
There had boon 
ex pended for naval purposes $419,000,000 
since tho war. 
If a British minister should 
make such an ex hibit he would be purse d 
out of his place with ex ecrations. 
If this 
congrtiss was to last a fortnight longer ho 
Ix elieved that it would put Aladdin’s lamp 
in tho hands of a receiver. 
Hale said that Vest had made the same 
speech every year since h„ uad been in the 
senate, and had been answered by him. 
As 
for the Republican party being to blame, the 
Democrats at the other end of the capitol had 
always thrown themselves athw art any prop­ 
osition to strengthen the navy. Tho old story 
about the $420,000,000 had l>een told again 
and again. 
But $60,000,000 of it had gone to 
the construction and roj>air of ships and tho 
rest of it for tho maintaining of the naval 
establishment. 
The army board upon fortifications re­ 
ported to this congross at its last session that 
“The gun foundry board had estimated that 
it would require at least three years to es­ 
tablish a proper plant for the construction of 
modern guns. 
It would in all probability 
require two years more to get out and 
prove the first lb-inch gun.” The board rec­ 
ommended an appropriation for the first 
year of $21,50u,000, and $'.1,000,000 a year for 
four years thereafter, making a total of 
$57,500,000 before the first gun has been 
proved.”

RAGE IN BRUTALITY, 


Two Met» Nearly Boater* to D oa th—Ono"of 
the San Franclnco Dynamiter» 
Cap­ 
tured—Burglary and 
Incendia rism at 
Sioux City—A Thief*» Honor—M iscel­ 
la neous Fn righteousness. 


N ew Y ork , Feb. 
17.— Assaults by des­ 
perate strikers become 
more and more nu­ 
merous every day. 
Three aggravated cases 
were report'd Wednesday morning. 
Early 
in the morning a half dozen strikers caught 
Maurice Mark, who is supposed to be a non­ 
union man, and beat and pounded him so 
severely as to dislocate his left shoulder, 
leaving him for dead in the gutter. 
He was 
found by the police and taken to S t Vin­ 
cent’s hospital, where the doctors say bis 
condition is critica l 
Thomas Mailer, 21 
years old, was the other victim. 
He was a t­ 
tache« ! while going to his work on the Na­ 
tional line pier by a gang of strikers, who 
knocked him down and were beating him on 
tho head with stones when the police ap­ 
peared. 
Mailer was also taken to the S t 
Vincent hospital. 
None of the strikers were 
arrested. 
Henry Chapel, a non-union man 
and captain of a coal boai^ furnished the 
third case. 
Three Irish laborers burst sud­ 
denly into Chapel’s cabin and began to ham­ 
mer him with clubs. 
The uproar brought 
out other men from boats alongside, and the 
strikers fled. 
The police refused to say any­ 
thing about this outrage. 
Fully three-fourths of the striking ’long­ 
shoremen ore now re-employed. 
Where em­ 
ployed alongside of non-union laborers, they 
use every effort to bully and frighten such 
workmen away. 
The freight handlers of 
lower West street have met with poor suc­ 
cess in galting back. 
None of the New York 
Ceutral, Erie, Lackawanna or Pennsylvania 
men will be re-employed, and some of them 
are reported to ba in very severe straits for 
the necessaries of life. 
Many of the super­ 
intendents at the piers say that although 
the strike is ended they do not feel easy 
when they think of the opportunities there 
are 
for evil-minded persons a mong the 
strikers to do injury under cover of dark­ 
ness. 
As they grow more and more desper­ 
ate by being defeated there is danger of 
them doing serious damage of some sort.

CORNSTALKS FOR INTERIOR DECO­ 
RATIONS.

In log cabin farm houses, and even in still 
humbler homes, it is possible to introduce 
eesthetie effects by a free use of corn stall 
for interior decorations. 
No one eon hav< 
failed to notice the rich golden color and 
satin sheen of cornstalks in the lute autumn 
season. Their lightness of weight fits them 
admirably for the purpose we have just indi­ 
cated. while in the mere m atter of exterioi 
finish they are scarcely inferior to bamboo 
cane. 
Let us illustrate by taking the simplest lo, 
cabin, with unplastered walls and bare raft­ 
ers, upon which the floor of the second story 
—perhaps a mere loft—rests, thus answering 
the double purpose of flooring and ceiling. 
In order to conceal the unsightly chinking of 
mud or plaster which fills the interstices be 
tween the logs, a dudo is the first device, 
01 
rather wainscoting. 
The stalks are selected of uniform thick 
ness, and are then cut into such lengths os 
may be desired for the height of the wains­ 
coting. Tho cutting must lie done with great 
accuracy; it is best to cut each stalk by lay­ 
ing it against a pine stick selected as a gauge. 
Another set of stalks is now to lie cut, and 
f hese form the ceiling decoration. The width 
between the rafters furnishes the model for 
the length of these stalks, for we are now 
speaking of the most primitivo form of log 
cabin—one which has not even a plastered 
ceiling. 
If paper is not too expensive for tho uppef 
wall surface, tho cheapest quality of muslin 
dan first be tacked around the four sides of 
the room above the intended wainscoting, and 
a low priced wail paper of desirable tint ap­ 
plied ; or coarse muslin of some pretty shade 
may furnish the covering without the ad­ 
dition of paper. Tho cheapest quality of 
crimson cheese cloth makes a handsome back­ 
ground in contrast with the yellow corn­ 
stalks. 
For the wainscoting 
these are applied 
simply' by means of long brads driven through 
the stalks immediately into the logs around 
the four walls. The upper ledge will of course 
be perfectly smooth and even if the sticks 
have been carefully cut. As a finish for the 
top, cornstalks are to be laid along this ledge 
transversely, and a lso secured by long brads. 
This finishes the wainscoting, unless one 
wishes to odd to the security of tho part next 
the floor by a thin strip 
of pine wood. 
Since it costs nothing except a few hours’ 
labor, one may well try tho experiment, if 
only for tho sake of the beautiful msthctic ef­ 
fect. If preferred, a narrow shelf may run 
around the room at tho head of tho wains- 
eoting, particularly if it be sufficiently high 
not to interfere with the furniture. Chi such 
a shelf bits of bric-a-brac may be urranged to 
great advantage. The polished surface of 
the stalks easily prevents the accumulation of 
dust 
The sticks for the ceiling are laid between 
the rafters, and secured to the planks by- 
brads, making a solid surface, and repeating 
the effect of the wainscoting, except for the 
division formed by the rafters. 
A hostess who deplored the poverty ot a 
primitive country 
home in a chinked log 
Louse, which it wa s impossible to keep tidy, 
with the dust perpetually sifting from the 
walls, was glad to avail herself of this means 
of beautifying her home, which a guest ivith 
ready ingenuity had suggested. The pan­ 
eled ceiling was a lso a great boon, since it 
deadened the sound in the story above tho 
living room. The ease with which these corn 
stalks can bo manipulated makes them de­ 
sirable for simplo summer cottages at water­ 
ing places. But we have not yet exhausted 
their decorative utility. 
Cut into short lengths—say of about twelve 
inches—they make a beautiful covering for 
the outside of jardinieres or window boxes 
for plants. 
On festive occasions, when a 
mantel decoration is desirable, have a slight 
wooden 
or stout pasteboard box made to fit 
the sbelf, or pla ce sev era l boxes in a row' on 
the shelf, a nd secure a n upright row of sta lks 
to their outer surfa ce, lea v ing them either of 
uniform height, or sloping them gently from 
the middle to ea ch end of the ma ntel Fill 
the boxes with sa nd slightly moistened, a nd 
a rra ng e , flowere to suit the ta ste. Such a n 
improv ised ma ntel ja rdiniere filled with 
ma sses of one loa d of flower* 
id unique in its 
bea uty.

Ccrer both 
side» —front and ba ck—with short stalk» , fill

On a certain 
fe stiv e occa­ 
sion tho flow er boxes for mantel 
sh elf, v rin- 
I <low sills a nd low bookcases, running around 
a ha ndsom e room , were covered w ith corn ­ 
sta lk s a nd filled with crowded m a sses of la rgo 
Held da isies. Whether in the glow of su n ligh t 
or the glim m er of gaslight, tho resuIt was so 
exquisite that it excited the admiring com­ 
m ents of every gu e st w ho saw it. 
The simplest pine stick needed as a support 
for a screen is at once made to assume an 
apjK'nranco of great elegance by grouping 
around it several cornstalks in a « duster, ami 
securing them firmly to the central support 
by a ribbon or wire. This is 
a valuable sug 
gestion for fancy fairs, where there are 
numerous devices needed for concealing tho 
rough framework of tho tables. 
It need scarcely lie said that at harvest fes 
rivals nothing is more beautiful in tho dis­ 
play of autumn fruits and flowers than erect 
cornstalks grouped in a mass, each bearing 
its burden of golden fruitage. For a decora­ 
tive fringe or. such occasions cars of ripened 
com, Avith the husks turned back, may 1» 
used with a charming effect.—Harper's Bazar.
